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23. (New) The at least one program storage device of claim 22, wherein the 
recovering further comprises receiving by the coordinator any commit protocol messages for 
the one or more transactions the coordinator does not already have. 

24. (Ne\w The at least one program storage device of claim 23, wherein the 
coordinator initiates the commit protocol for the one or more transactions. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 were originally presented in the parent application. Claims 4-24 have 
hereinabove been added to more particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
invention. Therefore, claims 1-24 remain in this case. 

Support for the new claims can be found throughout the specification and, therefore, 
no new matter has been added. The amendments to the specification merely filled in serial 
numbers of related applications not available at filing. 

Applicants respectfully request substantive examination of claims 1-24.
